TRAINING OF BIRD DOGS. 

Are TsiiKbt Many <S..«d ffaftlltlll lir

A novel theory of bird dog training 
is ad\:iiiced by an experienced hunter 
and trainer. Oeorge Kennedy. He says: 
• \\e all know how few anil far between 
the good dogs are, whether good, bad 
or indifferent trainers have had them in 
hand. Not one out of a hundred la si 
well trained that b« has sense of his 
own. It may Ik- possible that we may 
ls> training our hunting dogs wrong. 
Those dogs that I trained perfectly had 
no -cum- of their own. and those that 1 



attempted to catch an al- 
, and while he was following 
il in a ludicrous chase over the 
an egg suddenly appeared, 
1 by the cunning bird, w hich had 
all the time bee.i carrying it. not. under 
her w ing, as she is supposed to do at sea, 
by superstitious sailors, but in a pe- 
culiar sack in the skin provided by nat- 
ure for this very purpose. 

The albatross i« famed for its pow ers 
of flight, following vessels hundreds ,,f 
miles, yet when nesting 'A apparently 
forgetR that it has wings, ns it can be 
handled and pushed about in the nest, 
making no attempt to fly or move unless 
driven nway by blows. This may be 
due to the fact that the egg is held in 
the curious sack and the bird instinct 
ively knows that it ennnot fly off with 
it. so resists. This sly bird is called the 
mollymnuk, and its cousin, the great 
ftlbfttroaa, has a similar habit, the egg. 
which is five inches in length, almost 
as large as thnt of a swan, being held 
in a perfect incubating pouch.

Ily the great high roads In 
Uta agricultural counties this roughly 
corresponds to the law n, Mower border 
nnd liackground of shrubs of the culti- 
vated garden. The finest turf that 
grows, except that which has for 800 

peart bean cropped by the. -attic of the 
New forest, fringes the highway. It 
oweV its quality first to the passing t rav- 
el« i s' feet, w hieh ha 1 1 pressed Itfoi cen- 
turies • it bout wealing it nwny, nnd 
rem;. IN to the const uit powdering with 
road dust,- the finesf and most flourish- 
ing of gra-ss fertilizers. The herbage 
mm Ms mainly of the tiniest elev 
and the best law D grasses, llctweer. the 
turf and the hodnSJ lies the roadside 
Mower ganlen, to v. hieh the fomee forms 
I background of shrubbery. On the 
level margin of the tiat-l.onlered ronds 
thisisalsoa preserve of wild herbaceous 
plants. 

Among the dwnrf hushes of bramble, 
rest-harrow and dog rose, or on 
roughei and less-t rodden margin, where 
these do not flourish, grow s Uie legion of 
roadside Mowers. It is the ground 
sacred to the wild snnp Iragon. the 
musk-thistle, ernnes'-bill and Speedwell 
eye-bright and w hite nettle, pink i 
voviJus nnd w ild carrot, mallow nnd the 
big pink clover. Some plante seem to 
lovethedust and sun nearest to the road- 
way. Aaron's rod, pink nettles, gray 
scabious and the bright blue viper's 
bugloss and pennywort thrive wi 
coating of dust, washed off in passing 
showers. On heavy soil the wayside 
needs a ditch to drain the road; there- 
fore meadow-sweet, loosestrife vetch and 
••cherry pie" nnd nil the ditch plants 
flourish there. When the road is bor- 
dered by a running stream the floral 
wreath of this wayside garden is 
doubled or trebled. The refraction of 

the sun from the road, the confinement 
of the fences, the water, dust nnd light, 
here force the roadside vegetation to 
the utmost. There grow the large 
marsh marigolds, the longest hart's- 
tongues, the tallest teazles and the 
greenest burdocks. Itutterflies and 
birds of certain species always prefer 
the roadside to any other haunt. The 
sociable yellow hammers and w hite- 
throats seldom leave the road hedges, 
and partridges have a special liking for 
this dangerous nesting place. 

Where the road is cut deep and the 
margins slo|>e upward, the character of 
the flower border changes. Loosely 
growing grusses take the place of the 
cam pact turf, and these are set in 
spring with lieds of white and purple 
v iolets, star of l!eth!ehem. White nettle, 
speedwell and celandine and niter with 
i,,nss,. s of mallows and ragged robbin. 
The ants and buinbh ls-es are the char- 
soft hese warm borders. 
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it. though all retch their price w 
t Up in bundles to the dealers in t 
I garden.

Louisville, Ky , June 93th, 189a. 

Editor Public Ledger.- History prove, 
that a duty known a* a Protective Tariff 
aided in developing thi* country, pecu- 
liarly favored aa it wa*. above all other 
method* ever tried, aa It waa the only 
duty that ever gave all i 
nlty to earn wage* that 
to deal reciprocally with each other, and 
thus furaith empl 
braache*. says a writer who evidently 
knew what he waa talking about. 

It ruined no one, and it kept our wealth 
circulating to a large extent in domeatic 
channel*. It provided revenue, not only 
enough to pay expenses, but lert a large 
surplus, which aided in extinguishing 
the public debt. It 
gendered love of country and made us 
powerful among Nations. We did not 
know the meaning of deficit, and the 
business man did not find it essential to 
consult the state of the gold reaerve be 
fore breakfast. 

We never even discovered that our 
currency wu on a rotten foundation un- 
til tbe Government had run entirely out 
of funds. This is not politics. It is plain 
truth, and those who sneer at tbe ab 
surdity of "taxing ourselves rich'' can- 
not deny their own favorite theory Is at 
present much at fault. 

This Is the truth or the situation in a 
nutshell and, as Important and overshad 
owing as the financial question has 
grown to be, all students of the times 
will agree with me that tbe question of a 
Protective Tariff, adjusted on proper 
lines, is of at least equal importance 
with that other question, whether silver 
shall be coined at our Mints free of 
charge and in unlimited amounts. That 
the masses of the Republican party be- 
lieve with me I have only to refer to the 
manner in which they so recently ran 
roughshod over their old-time leaders and 
rallied to the support of Major McKin- 
ley, who was, in their eye, tbe personifi- 
cation of the Protective idea . The money 
question with them was and is of second- 
ary importance. What tbey want is the 
prosperity of 1892, when there was em- 
ployment for every one who wu willing 
te work, and at good wages; when our 
revenues were ample for tbe most liberal 
expenditures for pensions, salaries and 
public improvements, and when not one 
man in ten knew there wu such a thing 
i a "gold reurve."

As tbe active season of bicycle manu- 
facturers is fast drawing to a close, a spec- 
ulation naturally arises regarding tbe im- 
ements that will be introduced in 
next year's models. The present types of 
high grade wheel* are practically uniform 
appearance and general construction, 
id the changes in each will probably 
tend in the same direction. No very radi- 
tianges can be expected, and it li 
very likely that if a startling innovation 
should appear it would be assailed aa a 
freak; but with a constant demand for 
new styles aad changing fashions, some 
difference is necessary to enable the pub- 
lic to distinguish between the old and 
the new, but if changes we made they 
should be such as are positively benefl- 
cient. 

In the length of wheel-base and angles 
of the frame it would be difficult to sug- 
gest any improvement, as perfection in 
design has been as nearly attained as tbe 
present type of machine will permit. 

There is no logical reason why the 
price of 1100 should not remain on the 
highest grade wheels. It is incontrover- 
tible that they can be made to be worth 
that figure, but if it is to be maintained 
tb* public expects and has a right to de- 
mand something both artistic in appear 
ance and mechanical construction. In 
the latter particular no fault can be found 
iu the representative high-grade wheels 
of today. hut advancement is necessary in 
tbe prevalent styles of equipment to con 
form with the former requirement. Sad- 
dles and pedals particularly can be im- ; 
proved considerably in appearance after , 
the paramount problem of utility is 
solved. A careful finish is of vital im- j 
portance to insure the wheel a favorable, 
reception. Colored enamels are ropularj 
and artistic striping greatly enhances the j 
effect which a high lustre produces. All 
these minor details considered collec 
lively cannot well be slighted, as they 
make or mar a good machine. 

D-shaped tubing, which has figured 
conspicuously in English machines, will 
probably be used quite extensively in our 
own machine! next year, not only because 
it is new and novel, but because it poses 
aes some points of merit not found in 
round tubing. The present size of tubing 
in the front frame will prevail, but the 
contrast of \ and } tubes in tbe rear frame 
can be considerably relieved by substitu- 
ting a Much. D-sbaped rear fork and \ 
rear braces. This will make the frame 
appear stocky and also afford the greatest 
strength with a minimum weight, as D- 
■haped tubing is stronger than regular 
tubing of the same weight. 

To supply tbe expected demand for 
Urea at least as large as 1} inches, sufficient 
width must be allowed in the rear forks 
without widening the tread and without 
bending the tubes enough to weaken 
their support on the crauk hanger. The 
new tubing would best accomplish this 
purpose and with the fiat side of tbe D 
toward tbe wheel, it would not be dis- 
tinguished from a round tube at first 



experiments now being made In crank 
fastenings. Many of the leading maker* 
have *o far retained the keyed cranks, 
not because they thought them median! 
cally tbe bait, but because ther lacked 
confidence In any other method yet in 
troduced. No objection will be raised to 
the site of the crank hanger providing 
a satisfactory device can be found to 
make the cranks and axle In two piece* 
at most without the use of even one cot 
ter pin and without sacrificing any much 
needed strength In a vital point. 

When the stubborn public gets an idea 
in its head It cannot be argued out of it 
and muat be humored. It i* therefore 
be expected that there will be *ome call* 
for gear-cases to be included in other 
equipment, and manufacturer* will be 
compelled to supply them; but inasmuch 
a* they would mar the appearance of 
otherwise attractive wheel, and being 
troublesome and unmechanical, can enjoy 
only a transitory popularity; they will 
not be advocated by bicycle manufactu- 
rers and will only be atked for on a low 
or medium grade machine. The clais of 
riders who buy high priced wheels for 
the next few lessons will demand those 
itripped of all unnecessary appendage*. 
What option* are called for can be sold 
independent of the machines and be 
classed among sundries — Tht American 
Wheelman.
